E dealt recently with a 
W marketing expert’s criti- 
cism that the furniture 
industry was lagging behind 
others in the national advertising 
of branded merchandise. We 
stressed that there were two very 
distinct and opposing points of 
view, and this is again underlined 
in a letter from the Board of 
Trade Commercial Relations and 
Export Department which has 
been received by the Union of 
Shop, Distributive and Allied 
Workers. 

The letter says that, while 
appreciating that many people do 
not like the advertising methods 
employed by some manufacturers, 
the value of advertising to the 
economy, and the various 
methods of advertising, are ex- 
tremely controversial subjects. 


** The letter continues: “It 
has been argued in favour of 
(national) advertising that it de- 
creases distribution costs and that 
it lowers the cost of production 
on account of the increased 
volume and continuous use of 
labour and plant, thus lowering 
the price to the home consumer. 

“It is very largely upon 
advertising that the modern mass 
market, the modern’ branded 
goods, the high standard of 
values and the consistency of 
quality which the consumer can 
now obtain, have been based. 

“As against this, it has been 
argued, inter alia, that, as you 
suggest, advertising can lead to 
higher prices, that it distorts 
demand in favour of articles easy 
to advertise, and that it is a waste 
of national resources.” 

The Board of Trade letter adds 
that the important role of adver- 
tising in Britain’s export trade is 
generally accepted, and that in 
the launching of a new product 
advertising assumes special im- 
portance 


*%&%* Now, much of this is 
fairly obvious, but the question 
of whether the branding and 
national advertising of furniture 
should be extended is still a 
debating point. And for this 
reason it is interesting to see that 
the Furniture Development 
Council is holding in November 
a conference on the question of 
furniture merchandising. 

This has been arranged at the 
request of furniture manu- 
facturers and the F.D.C. will have 
the assistance of the Sales Mana- 
gers’ Association. 


tex We understand that this 
very question of branding and 
national advertising will be under 
discussion and we hope that it 
will produce some really tangible 
evidence in favour of, or against, 
this merchandising method.

In almost every instance 
we receive the necessary informa- 
tion from a retailer who knows 
the manufacturer of the goods re- 
quired. This shows an admirable 
spirit of co-operation and 
willingness to help fellow traders.

Scottish Industry Is Adopting The Latest 
Techniques—And Moving With The Times 


[ OVE with the times ’’—that is 

the theme in the Scottish 
furniture manufacturing industry in 
September, 1954, the month in which 
Scotland is displaying the high calibre 
of its industries to the world in the 
Scottish Industries Exhibition at the 
Kelvin Hall, Glasgow. 

The wheel of mechanisation in the 
Scottish furniture factories is gaining 
momentum as each year passes. Al 
ways there is progress. For what was 
once known as a “trade” is now 
quite definitely taking on the literal 
aspect of an industry. The days of 
the owner-manager are fast dying 

The Scots at the helm to-day are 
showing a much more broad-minded 
outlook than their forebears There 
is now, more than ever before, an 
eagerness to be in on the ground floor 
on innovations, new techniques and 
developments. 

It is coming home to the Scottish 
manufacturers more than ever that 
they must specialise, and that each 
productive unit must discover for its 
own salvation the type and quantity 
of products with which it should 
engage in a highly competitive field 

For furniture is with 
many other articles on which the 
housewife’s eye falls: radio, tele- 
vision, refrigerators and washing 
machines etc.—all of which are 
striving for that money put by when 
necessities have been dealt with. 


Omen Of The Struggle 


The year 1952 was an omen of the 
struggle: then the Scottish furniture 
trade suffered in the depression which 
afflicted other industries and which 
came about as a consequence of the 
sudden slump in world market prices 
of wool and cotton. 

The volume of 


competing 


business done in- 
creased relatively last year and is 
continuing, The tendency to seasonal 
trade depression is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent but against that 
the seasonal fall-off this year was 
not so acute as last year. 

A couple of years or so ago the 
Scottish industry employed some 
10,000 workers. Mechanisation has 
contributed to the fall to the present 


figure of some 8,000 who produce 
more than 15 per cent of the furni 
ture produced in Britain. 

The call for specialisation is under- 
lined in these statistics: Throughout 
Britain some 20 per cent of the 


factories produce as much as 80 per 


cent of the total 
Scotland less than 
the companies are 
more than 20 per cent of 
value output.

A Compact Unit 


The Scottish industry is a sur 
prisingly compact one in the geo 
graphical sense: over 80 per cent of 
its furniture is turned out within an 
less than 50 miles wide But 
springing from roots in the 17th 
century it has grown to a maturity 
conspicuous for first class craftsman 
ship and “ notorious” for an intense 
jealousy of its traditional reputation 
for quality goods,

capital has also come the more 
fervid desire to move with the times. 
There is for instance no longer 
hesitation and doubt over new 
techniques such as the use of resin- 
bonded timbers set by radio frequency. 
Despite the present heavy cost of 
such innovations Scots are beginning 
to be less loth to “ taste and try.” 


Competition Factor 


The Scottish industry knows that if 
it is to remain in a lusty state of 
health then it can only do so by pro- 
ducing on the same lines and using 
the same methods as competitors 
south of the Border. For a high per- 
centage of production must of 


necessity continue to flow south. 


Although it must be admitted that 
there has been a slight falling-off in 
Scotland’s share (fewer companies 
ire now operating) there is no un- 
employment The Scottish product 
ranges from the smallest article 
destined for the working man’s home 
to the luxurious and elaborate equip-

Material Handling 


For instance the team highlighted 
the cost of material handling and pin- 
pointed the advantages to be obtained 
from flow production: here is a 
typical example of the aptitude of 
one leading Scots firm to learn a 
valuable lesson. 


Investigation in their factory re- 
vealed that three-fifths of the time 
cycle in one particular operation in 
the machine shop was in handling 
material. A substantial saving was 
the result of the study. 


Other firms who have not already 
struck while the iron is hot will find 
that the new methods of time and 
motion study; work study; method 


study and work simplification 
rewarding dividends.

The advent and continued presence 
of the D-scheme finds varying 
opinions. Some manufacturers main- 
tain that if one accepts the principle 
of purchase tax, it works equitably. 
Most of the anomalies, they say, have 
been overcome by the B.F.M.A. and 
the impact of tax on furniture as 
such is negligible. They add that it 
is not now expedient to stress the 
tax on the price tag. 

D-Tax ee 

The other school of thought con- 
tends that the D-scheme tax was once 
a help, but is now obsolete. A 
general over-all trades tax, they feel, 
would please manufacturers. 

But the industry is undivided in the 
view that any credit for its operation 
must go to their leaders responsible 
for the negotiation involved with the 
Government department. 


K-Mark Gesture 


Scots manufacturers, it appears, 
quite frankly eye the B.S.I. mark 
scheme in the light of a “ gesture.” 
They find that this indication guaran- 
teeing agreed standards of durability 
has little interest around it. If there 
were greater publicity value in it 
then there might be more respect for 
its worth. 
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Contributions to the industry by 
the Furniture Development Council 
and the Council of Industrial Design 
(Scottish Committee) are considered 
worth while. Scotland is quite definite 
in its support. 

In the sphere of training there is 
the hint that some changes might not 
be amiss. Evening classes are be- 
coming more and more popular but 
day-release classes are losing some of 
their favour. 


The Labour Side 


Apprentices complain that what 
they want is practical work: not 
arithmetic and William Shakespeare 
which is incorporated in the syllabus 
by the education authority. Evening 
class competition, with prizes gener- 
ously donated by employers, con- 
tinues acute

Contemporary Here To Stay 


Contemporary furniture is no longer 
considered an item for speculation 
It has quite definitely arrived and 
even the original cynics among the 
retailers have jumped on the band 
wagon and are displaying it. 

Unit furniture is considered a good 
bet for the future. It appears to be 
enjoying a “snowball” run at the 
moment, being aided by certain manu- 
facturers advertising direct to the 
public. The great advantage to the 
housewife is that she can purchase 
the item that the domestic purse can 
allow for the moment with the. con 
fidence that it can be added to in 
the same design at a later date. 

The designer is catering more and 
more for the housewife. She is 
receiving a greater recognition than 
ever before and particularly the pre 
sence or possibility of children in the 
home is kept uppermost. 


One forecast: There is nothing 
startlingly new but in cabinet furniture 
there is likely to be an increasing use 
of chipboard, for in Scotland there 
is an awareness of the possibilities 
that lie inherent in chipboard.

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Scots Lino Trade 
Has Big Labour 
Problem 


ITHOUT doubt one of the most 
serious obstacles besetting the 
Scottish linoleum industry in recent 
years has been the labour scarcity; 
particularly the shortage of male 
labour 

[he industry, based principally in 
the county of Fife, has been quite 
severely hit by this scarcity which has 
varied since the end of the war. In 
Kirkcaldy for instance, the main 
centre, the industry had _ lodged 
applications virtually en bloc for a 
supply of hundreds of workers with 
no hope of a complete fulfilment of 
the demand, 

Foreign labour to some extent has 
helped to alleviate the situation, a 
small labour force comprising mem- 
bers of the Polish Resettlement Corps 
earning the name for themselves of 
“ good workers.” 

In an endeavour to alleviate the 
labour problem Kirkcaldy introduced 
a temporary scheme of providing 
hostels for workers from other areas 
They have been very successful. 

The expedient cannot, the industry 
stresses, be regarded as the basis for 
a Satisfactory long-term solution of 
the labour scarcity. The housing 
situation is the stumbling block 


Competition Of Other Trades 


What perturbs the well-established 
and active linoleum industry is that 
Fife is scheduled as a development 
area and attention has been called to 
the foundation of light industries 
yet the linoleum industry which is 
ready and willing to absorb much 
more labour restlessly awaits the 
supply of its demands. The employ- 
ment of more women is receiving 
consideration. 

With reference to the costs of raw 
materials for manufacturing  pro- 
cesses, linseed oil and cork have seen 
decreases but in the case of the other 
main raw material, jute canvas for 
backing the product, the tendency 
has been on the other side. 

The end of Government control of 
linseed oil in March was welcomed 
with open arms, allowing as it did 
the opportunity for the Scottish 
industry to compete on more equal 
terms with certain European 
countries. 

Modernisation and development is 
not lost sight of but the scarcity of 
building labour does not help in 
expediting extension, The installation 
of new plant is subject also to delay 
in delivery.

Trouble Can Be Overcome 

The most common cause of delay, 
and frequently an avoidable one, is lag 
of productive capacity behind 
progress. Much this trouble 
be overcome by rationalisation 
production. 

Just completed is the reorganisation 
of M. Stephany, Ltd., who produce 
upholstered and bergere furniture for 
the medium price range. Their prob 
lem has been to streamline” their 
production while maintaining the 
quality of their output 

They occupy a three-storey factory 
which was at one time a horse-tram 
depot, near Dalston Junction, London, 
which they took over in 1923. Part 
of it was gutted by fire in 1930 and 
has since been rebuilt The 
between two blocks has been bridged 
to provide extra shops on each level, 
and both wings intercommunicate 
each floor. The construction provides 
good-sized shops. and lifts have 
put in to carry between 
floors 

As frequently occurs, production 
had grown in a somewhat haphazard 
manner, although the rebuilding after

To maintain quality there is a 
thorough system of inspection while 
work is in progress Frame com- 
ponents do not go forward to assembly 
until they are passed (incidentally no 
part of the frame is left rough—every 
piece going through planer and four- 
cutter), and meticulous attention is 
paid to joints, which are screwed and 
glued. 

Frames themselves are again 
checked on completion before being 
allowed to enter the upholstery shops. 


Cutting suites from hides is still a skilled hand job. 


Supervision on the cutting, sewing 
and upholstery floors combines that 
function with inspection. Upholstery 
jobs are continually under the inspec- 
tor’s eye as they progress, and no 
finished chair or settee leaves the floor 
without the foreman’s signature on 
the work ticket. 

3efore despatch, while cushions are 
being fitted, there is a final inspection 
Great attention is paid by the manage- 
ment to maintenance of quality, 
linked with a prompt service to deal 
with repairs and complaints The 
association is logical—the more care 
ful the inspection before despatch, 
the fewer the calls on the other 
service. 

With the production reorganisation 
went the introduction of more 
scientific management. To begin with, 
the number of lines was reduced from 
about 40 to about 25—though covering 
a wide  price-range—including the 
“Silcrush” hide and the  bergere 
ranges. The latter, by the way, being 
in polished walnut and sent out on 
contract for the French caning, have 
no parts in common with the other 
lines 

Standardisation has been introduced 
as far as possible. In general the 25 
lines come down to three frame sizes, 
meaning that some parts, such as stiles 
and rails, can be standardised to these 
three lengths. There is a standard 
centre for dowel holes. 

Frames are not made exactly to
